Riirdle.ss  of  "all  divisions  of  party,  all 
differences  between  men,"  to  recall  the 
"sacred  Interests  of  our  country"  and 
"to  work  together  for  the  progress  of 
true  democracy  and  best  development  of 
the  motherland." 

The  ambassador  penned  thla  appeal 
last  night  after  his  conference  •wltli 
Senor  Limantour,  the  Mexican  mlnlater 
of  finance,  and  lie  considered  it  bo  Im- 
portant that  at  the  very  last  moment 
he  had  It  crowded  Into  the  locked  forms. 
In.surrecto  leadens  to  whom  the  paxa- 
graph  was  shown  said  tliey  considered  It 
an  inviiation  to  come  into  camp,  and  its  y 
Issuance  makes  more  noticeable  tho  trend 
of  events  that  have  been  discoverable 
for  the  last  three  days. 

After  the  first  ehock  of  surprise  in 
the  United  States  and  of  alarm  and  dlB-  . 
trust  In  Mexico  claused  by  the  despatch 
of  20,000  American  troops  to  the  fron- 
tier, there  began  a  serlew  of  formal  diplo- 
matic exclianges  between  the  two  pow- 
ers and  a  scries  of  careflUly  teeished 
interviews  and  authorized  publlcatlona 
in  the  dally  press.  Underneath  this  cur- 
rent ran  a  deeper  tide  of  sympathy  be- 
tween countrymen  who  might  be  at  odd.i, 
but   were   still   countrymen. 

"Mexican  revolutionists  can  be  divid- 
ed Into  three  groups:  those  who  honest- 
ly thltik  themselves  the  apostles  of  dem- 
ocracy and  progress;  men  who  liave 
failed  in  life  and  aspire  to  figure  In 
new  regime,  and  the  dross  of  society 
who  are  ready  to  fight  for  any  cause  by 
which  they  can  profit  and  make  use  ot 
their  evil  intentions,"  declares  Senor 
De  La  Barra  In  his  article  in. the  Inde- 
pendent. 

Of  tlie  first  group  Senor  De  La  Barra 
says:  "These  individuals,  if  they  are 
sincere,  will  admit  that  their  act.  In- 
stead of  being  beneficial,  is  harmful. 
Their  duty  should  be  that  of  teach  tho 
co-operation  by  their  writings,  preach- 
ments and  example  bo  as  to  acceleratu 
the  evolution  (the  government's  attempt 
to  better  the  conditions  of  the  people) 
wfilch  has  been  started,  thus  contribut- 
ing within  the  law  and  under  its  pro- 
visions to  the  great  work  of  national 
unity." 

Senor  De  La  Barra  regrets  the  harm 
which  he  says  already  has  been  done, 
defines  the  Insurrection  as  a  guerilla 
warfare,  maintained  by  maicpntenta  In 
a  pftrtlon  of  Chihuahua,  which  will  be 
suppressed,  and  expresses  the  belief  that 
a  united  people  will  work  anew  in  Mexi- 
co to  solve  its  problems. 

Would  Mean  War 
"Intervention  means   war,"  said   Senor 
Limantour  in  so  many  words. 

"Intervention?"  answered  Dr.  F.  Va»- 
ciuez  Gomez,  the  insurrocto  representa- 
tive at  Washington,  who  has  been  here 
for  three  days.  "The  moment  there  is  In- 
tervention there  will  cease  to  be  an  in- 
.surrectlon.  Both  sides  will  make  common 
cause  against  a  common  enemy." 

In  sliort  It  became  plain  that  two 
streAms  of  tendency  were  flowing  to  a 
Junction.  On  one  side  there  was  a  dis- 
position In  the  part  of  the  Inanrectos 
to  open  negotiations  with  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  Mexican  administration; 
on  the  other  there  was  a  growing  under- 
standing between  the  Mexican  govern- 
ment and  the  United  States.  Virtually 
Senor  Limantour  is  wllllnf  tO  have  It 
understood  that  if  the  United  States 
will  take  care  of  amugirllng,  hla  govern- 
ment will   take  care  of  the  Inaurrectoit. 

In  most  of  hit!  statements,  he  has « 
been  careful  to  dwell  on  both  theso 
points.  He  holds  out  the  latchstrlng  to 
tho  InBurrectoB  with  a  prOTrtlae  of  re- 
form and  calls  WaBhlngton  to  account 
for  the  share  Americana  hare  taken  In 
tho  financing  and  leading  of  the  revolu- 
tion.

Said  to  Have  Been  Captured  on 

Texaa  Side  of  Boundary 

WASHINGTON,  March  14— An  Inves- 
tigation having  convinced  the  American 
government  that  Edwin  Blatt  of  Pitts- 
burg, Pa.,  and  Lawrence  Converse  of 
L.08  Angeles,  Cat.,  held  as  prisoners  at 
Juarex,  Mexico,  had  been  captured  on 
American  soil,  the  state  uei>ai-tincnt  to- 
day asked  the  Mexican  government  to 
release  them.  The  request  was  deltverisfd 
to  the  Mexican  embassy  at  Waahlng- 
ton. 

The  case  has  been  under  Investigation 
for  several  weeks  by  the  departments 
of  state  and  justice.  The  result  has  in- 
voloped  that  the  men  undoubtedly  wiSSre 
apprehended  oh  thia  side  of  the  bouli- 
dary  not  far  from  the  line.  It  rehia^na

A    NEIGHBOR'S    VIEWS 


The  meeting  of  the  British  Colum- 
bia Federation  of  Labor,  now  in  pro- 
gress in  this  city,  Is  an  event  of  more 
than  passing  Interest.  While  as  is 
\cry  natural  tho  mftmh<=irH  of  the  or- 
ganization look  upon  economic  ques- 
tions from  their  own  point  of  view, 
their  deliberations  and  their  resolu- 
tions are  none  the  less  Important  on 
that  account..  We  assume  it  may  be 
assumed  that,  if  a  meeting  of  the  em- 
ployers of  labor  were  held,  questions 
would  be  discussed  at  It  principally 
from  the  employer's  standpoint.  There 
is  a  large  clement  in  the  community 
— really  the  very  great  majority — 
which  is  perhaps  not  fully  in  accord 
with  the  position  taken  either  by  em- 
ployers or  employed.  Nevertheless  it 
is  highly  advantageous  to  the  public 
at  large  that  there  should,  be  such 
gatherings  as  the  convention  men- 
iioncd.  The  fuller  and  freer  the  de- 
tiate  on  all  economic,  social  and  in- 
dustrial questions  the  better.  Pub- 
licity In  discussion  is  like  ventilation 
in  a  room.  It  is  favorable  to  the  cre- 
ation of  healthy  conditions.  At  the 
sessions  of  the  Federation  extreme 
language  may  be  employed  and  ex- 
treme views  may  sunitfllines  be  ex- 
pressed; but  it  is  Just  as  well  that 
this  should  be  so,  for  the  Interests  of 
all  parts  oC  the  community  are  so 
closely  interwoven  that  every  part  of 
it  ought  to  know  the  views  of  every 
othor  part. 

One  of  the  <iuestions  that  has  been 
considered  at  the  present  convention 
is  the  supply  of  labor.  This  Is  one 
that  may  be  very  advantageously  dls- 
cu.sHcd  by  men  who  make  their  living 
by  manual  labor  In  one  form  or  an- 
other. It  comes  very  closely  home  to 
them.  At  the  same  time  It  Is  not  to 
be  expected  that  they  can  take  a 
wholly  unbiassed  view.  Perhaps  no 
one  can  do  so,  and  therefore  It  Is  a 
very  excellent  thing  that  every  one 
should  speak  his  mind  freely  and  ful- 
ly, for  'In  a  multitude  of  counsellors 
there  Is  safety."  We  think  it  only 
right  to  say  of  the  labor  organizations 
in  their  several  phases  that  they  are 
doing  very  much  towards  the  solution 
of  the  problems  that  have  arisen   out 


The  Po-st-Inlenigeiix'tT  has  reuched 
the  conclusion  that  the  ratification  of 
the  recip.'O'. -ty  agreement  is  a  foregone 
cojicluslcn,  .'Hid  U  is  endeavoring  to 
form  some  Idea  of  what  It  will  mean 
to  the  I'li'ted  States  and  espe<'lany  to 
the  State  of  Washington.

A  part  of  this  capital,  says  the  Se- 
attle paper,  will  go  into  British  Col- 
umbia and  will  "be  used  to  found  and 
foster  Industries  directly  In  tompetl- 
tkiu  with  the  Industries  of  the  State 
of  Wa.shington."  Therefore  It  thinks 
the  time  has  come  when  the  principles 
of  efficiency  and  economy  should'  be 
applied  to  American  hidustrics,  and 
the  fe<lcral  government  should  moiIlfy 
its  policies  as  to  enable  industrial  es- 
tablishments to  compete  with  those 
in  this  province  on  equal  tcrniH.

Upon  by  Supreme  Court  of  Canada 

Gunner  Thomas  Allen  will  not  hang 
tomorrow  morning.  The  date  of  the 
execution  has  been  postponed  from 
Thursday  morning  until  April  5  fol- 
lowing the  &pr>llcation  of  Mr.  C.  F. 
Davie,  who  on  Monday  submitted  cer- 
tain affidavits  tu  Mr.  Justice  Gregory, 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  British  Co- 
lumbia on  the  ground  that  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Canada  has  not  yet 
heard  the  appeal  from  the  provincial 
court  of  appeal. 

Mr.  Davie  has  received  information 
from  the  Federal  court  that  certain 
evidence,  if  presented,  would  receive  a 
hearing,  and  in  consequence,  if  proper- 
ly iiresented  it  will  be  heard,  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  Canada  supplying 
counsel  for  the  condemned  man.

The  fulio\\liig  paragraph  frooi  the 
New  York  Kvenhig  I'ost  put.s  one 
phase  of  the  servant  tiiieBtlon  very 
forcibly.  Thla  Is  the  more  slrlklni?, 
ay  in  tlie  I'nited  States,  there  is  a  very 
large  proportion  of  \M)mpn  who  have 
aijocecdoii  in  I'rklK'ing  over  the  diffi- 
culty. In  e\ery  city  there  are  domestic 
serv'ants  whn  are  the  valued  frienda 
of  the  women  who  employ  them.  Many 
i)f  these  are  Canadians  who,  In  their 
home  towns,  would  not  undertake  to 
do'  housework  for  others.  However,  the 
difficulty  does  cxlat  in  the  United 
StatfiB,  even  if  it  ia  not  as  universal  as 
it  Is  in  manyvparts  of  the  IJrltlah  Em- 
pire. The  Post  says:  "Girls  swarm 
for  any  vacancy  in  shops  and  offices 
and  even  in  mills.  The  pay  is.  Inade- 
quate, the  ci^ndlrionH  surrounding-  the 
workers  are  usually  abominable,  the 
dangers  to  health  and  character  are 
terrible,  but  still  tlu-  kitchen  is  desert- 
eil,  and  these  and  other  rdaccs  of  em- 
ployment are  thronged.     Why  ia  ItV 

"The  answer  lies  in  that  one  word, 
'servant,'     It  la  a  social  question  and 

nothilig    eltic.       Society    uocB    UOt    flOom 

a  stenogi^apher,  a  clerk,  or  even  a  inlU- 
hand.  Society  looks  down  upon  a 
kitchen  girl.'  Society  brands  a  'do- 
mestic' A  girl  is  'Miss'  everywhere 
else,  hut  once  enter  a  kitchen,  and  she 
is  'Mary'  or  'Katy.'  She  has  entered 
a  low  caste,  and  once  in  it  the  shame 
of  it  attaches  to  her  all  the  rest  of  her 
life. 

"This  Is  false,  mlserabl}'  false  and 
absurd,  but  It  is  the  fact.  Women  are 
the    chief    sufferers  from    it,   and   they 

aloile    lia-vc:    CiftilfU    liic    cotiuiuon.      AS 

thiy  have  created  it,  they  alone  can 
change  it. 

"Workers  In  kitchens  do  not  want 
any  privilege  not  accorded  to  other 
workers.  They  do  not  wish  to  be  con- 
sidered 'one  of  the  family'  any  more 
than  the  office  stenographer  wishes  to 
intrude  into  her  employer's  family  life. 
But  they  do  not  wish  to  bo  placed  in 
a  class  by  themselves,  apart  from  the 
rest  of  the  world's  workers." 

Women  are  devoting  time  antf"  at- 
tention to  the  relief  of  conditions 
which  cause  fur  less  discomfort  and 
unhappiness  than  arises  from  the  an- 
onialoiis  position  of  domestic  workers. 
I.^  there  not  wisdom  enough  among 
them  to  find  a  way  by  which  employer 
and  employed  alike  shall  benefit'.'  The 
spirit  of  the  age  makes  it  impossible 
to  return  to  the  old  ways,  admirable 
as  these,  In  .some  of  their  aspects  were.

I  the  posltiun  of  a  domestic  servant  be 
one  of  ignominy. , , 


Helves  worthy  of  the  love  of  thosn 
dear  to  them,  the  world  would  be 
happier  and  better. 

There  arc  nov>',  as  there  have  been 
in  every  age,  women  who  have  no 
home  ties  or  who  are  gifted  with 
great  strength.  Upon  these  must  fall 
the  burden  of  niaking  up  for  the  ne- 
glect of  duty  of  their  sister  women. 
It  is  not  every  one  who  Is  fitted  either 
by  nature  or  In  education  for  such 
work.

It  has  been  said  that  love  is  of  man's 
life  a  thing  apart,  but  woman's  whole 
e.vlHtence.

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  few  so 
strong  that  they  can  fulfil  the'  duties 
of  home  and  earn  a  salary.  It  la  the 
struggle  to  do  this  that  so  often 
proves  too  much  for  the  modem  wo- 
man. That  no  one  can  »«rve  two 
mitaters  Is  literally  true  tn  the  caae 
of  the  majority  of  the  business  wo- 
men who  undortike'  to  ctre  for  ttadr 
own  familieii. '  -  tf  nsMv  wdnim  of  our 
day  wera  eont«if1?

The  proposal  to  eatabli.sh  a  day 
nursery  in  Victoria  is  one  that  should 
arouse  Inquiry.  Arc  there  many  wo- 
men at  work  in  this  city  who  have 
children,  and  why  arc  they  obliged. to 
leave  their  homes?  There  is  em- 
ployment at  good  wages  in  Victoria 
and  its  vicinity  for  every  able-bodied 
man.  Ate  women  going  out  to  work 
who  have  plenty  to'  do  at  home  If 
they  cared  properly  for  their  husband 
and  children?'  If  this  ia  the  caae  thou 
the  public  should  not  1)0  called  upon 
to  provide  care  and  shelter  for  little 
ones  whose  own  mother  should  look 
after  them.  On  the  other  hand,  If 
there  are  T.-ldcv.-s  or  dcGcrtcd  v.'lves, 
whose  children  cannot  safely  be  left 
while  their  mothers  go  out,:  eomething 
Khould  be  done.  But  would  it  not  be 
a  far  wiser  charity  for  the  people  of 
the  city  and  the  province  to  employ 
such  women  to  en  re  for  their  own 
children?  If  a  .small  sum  were  added 
to  what  a  woman  can  earn  in  her  own 
home,  the  children  wotUd  be  better 
cared  for  than  in  any  day  nursery.  No 
good  mother  can,  with  advantage, 
give  up  her  children  to  the  care  of 
another.  On  the  oilier  hauu,  it  is  iioi. 
often  wise  to  relieve  a  thoughtless 
woman  of  her  responsibility.  Provi- 
sion has  been  made  for  the  cases  of 
those  women  who  are  unfit  to  care 
for  their  own  families. 

In  this  connection  the  danger  must 
again  be  pointed  out  of  allowing  lit- 
tle boys  and  girls  to  roam  the  street 
uncontrolled,  from  the  time  they  are 
dismissed  from  school  till  evening. 
Many  mothers,  it  is  to  be  feared,  who 
never  go  out  to  M-ork,  lea\e  the  house 
locked  and  let  the  little  folk  choose 
their  own  conipanions  during  this  in- 
terval. The  cases  In  which  tills  can 
be  saXeiy  done  are  very  few. 


AROUSES  CONTROVERSY 

Use  of  English  In  Synagogue  Services 
!  Not  Acceptable  to  Ail 

London   Jews,

LONDON.  March  14.— The  decision 
,fo  introduce  English  into  Jcvisli  ser- 
vices here  has  created  quite  a  sensation. 
The  me-'isurc"  was  .sharply  criticized  by 
Sir  Philip  Magnus,  M.  P.,  at  a  meeting 
of  the  meraber.s  of  the  Berkeley  Street 
Reform  Synagogue  held  to  decide  on 
introducing  important  changes  into  its 
ritual. 

He   said    the   changes   were   the   out- 
come   of    prolonged    deliberation,    and 
repr<^?<?nted  a  compromise  between  two 
I  opposite  parties.     A  proposal   that  tht 
sexes    should    sit    together    'had    been 
!  withdrawn. 

j  "A  moderate  amount  of  iEngllsh  is 
I  to  be  Introduced,"  he  said,  "mucHi 
iagainst  the  wishes  of  myself  and  others, 
Iwho  belle\e  that  the  retention  oC 
Hebrew  is  ckwsely  associated  with  the 
|:)rP«ers^at.ion  of  our  religion. 

"It  Is  a  bond  that  united  Jews  all 
over  the  world.  Apart  from  religion  its 
I  educational  value  is  very  great.  1  fear 
that  the  introduction  of  En«ll.sh  into 
the  service  will  operate  to  discourage 
the  leaching  of  Hebrew,  and  will  not 
Increase  tiK'  attendances  at  the  syna- 
gogue." 


Nevada  Suffragettes. 
CARSON  CITY,  Ncv.,  March  ]4.— 
After  a  session  today  turned  over  to 
suffragettes,  a  number  of  whom 
pleaded  with  the  senators  to  allow  a 
state  vote  on  the  question  of  woman's 
suffrage,  the  upper  hou.se  pBs.sed  th-i 
house  bill  calling  for  a  popular  vote 
two  years  hence  to  decide  whether 
women  shall  vote  in  Nevada.  If  the 
state  endorses  a  constitutional 
amendment  granting  votes  for  women 
it  will  be  four  years  more  before  the 
reform  can  become  operative.

Twenty    Thousand    Deaths    in     Harbin 

Consular    District    Since    First 

Outbreak 

WASHLNGTON.  March  14.— The 
plague  is  continuing  its  ravages  in 
China,  as  shown  by  the  mall  advices 
reaching  the  state  department  from 
American  consular  officers.  It  Is  es- 
timated that  twenty  thousand  people 
nave  succumbed  in  the  Harbin 
consular' di.'striot  -since  the  outbreak  of 
the  epidemic.  In  Harbin  and  its  sub- 
urb, Fuchialin,  t5.U14,  including  fifti 
Europeans,  died  up  to  February  11.

Yesterday  morning  the  steamer 
Tees,  Capt  Ouiam,  returned  from 
Quatsino  Sound  and  way  porta  of  the 
west  coast  of  Vancouver  Island  with  a 
good  complement  of  passengers  and 
much  freight,  including  190  tona  of 
salt  herring  brought  from  Ucluelet  for 
shipment  to  the  Orient, 
arrivals  by  the  Tees  was  Mr.  Verney 
and  famHy  of  Quatsino,  he  having 
been  brought  from  the  west  coast 
under  a  warrant  to  have  an  enquiry 
held  regarding  his  sanity.  His  bag- 
gage was  labeled  "Lord  Verney."  for 
he  claims  place  in  the  peerage.  In  his 
correspondence  he  insists,  as  does  his 
wife,  on  havltig  the  title  rtscognioed, 
having  recently  refused  to  pay  a  bill 
sent  by  a  local  dealer  until  he  was 
properly  addressed  as   "Lord  Verney."

ment.  He  stated  that  the  Vancouver 
Island  Development  League  and  other 
institutions  of  like  nature,  which  ex- 
isted for  the  purpose  of  inducing  Im- 
migration to  this  country  were  to  bo 
l)laced  in  the  same  category.  They 
were  all  in  receipt  of  grants  from  the 
employing  classes,  and  their  function 
was  to  bring  in  Immigrants  so  that 
the  labor  market  would  be  enlarged, 
and  labor  correspondingly  cheapened. 

Dele.galc  Savers  also  condemned  the 
Balvation  Army's  activities  in  this  con- 
nection. He  ob.1ected  to  men  being 
drafted  out  here  by  the  Salvation 
Army  when  their  coming  would  tend 
to  deteriorate  the  living  conditions  of 
those  already  here. 

An  amendment  was  offered  to  the 
effect  that  a  delegate  should  be  aji- 
polnted  to  go  to  England  to  offsol'the 
work  of  these  societies. 

Delegate  Pettipiece  ojiiMised  the  pro- 
j)Osal.  .'^o  agent  was  required  in  Bri- 
tain for  the  purpose  mentioned  for  the 
unions    tl^ere      were      convergaut    with 


Knpiishmen  coming  to  the  province, 
fur  he  knew  that  it  lht..y  were  debarred 
there  would  be  an  influx  of  Orientals. 
No  matter  what  action  they  took  the 
capitalists  would  see  to  it  that  there 
was  more  labor  brought  in.  He  would 
take  his  cliance  with  the  Englishman 
in  iireference  to  the  Oriental.  He  did 
not  consider  tho  Salvation  Army  at  ail. 
What  was  necessary  was  that  they 
should  see  that  the  men  who  did  come 
were  brought  Into  the  unions.

The  eight  hour  day  (iuesti(>n  was 
brought  up  in  resolution  form,  the  mo- 
tion reading:  "The  convention  pro- 
nounces itself  in  favor  of  a  universal 
work  day  of  not  more  than  eight 
hours."  Some  discussion  arose  as  to 
why  they  should  sto))  at  eight  hours. 
hut  this  talk  was  rebuked  b>  Delegate 
Wilkinson,  who  said  thaat  the  attitude 
of  the  grumblers   was  like  the  hungry

It  was  all  very  well  to  talk  ^bout 
working  an  hour  and  a  half  a  day,  but 
he  policed  that  most  of  those  who  did 
so  were  those  who  had  not  yet  achiev- 
ed the  eight  hour  object.  Finally  the 
resolution  was  adopted. 

The  resolution  binding  the  conven- 
tion to  do  what  it  could  on  behalf  of 
the  workers  in  Roger's  Sugar  refinery 
factory  in  Vancouver  brought  to  light 
some  of  the  conditions  that  are  said  to 
exist  in  that  Institutloa.  The  feeling 
of  the  convention  was  that  something 
ougM  to  be  done  to  help  them  out.  At 
present,  and  for  a  long  time  past,  it 
was  stated  that  they  had- lived  under 
terrible  c.cmditlojiB.  They  had  to  work 
twelve  hours  a,  day  at  25  cents  an 
hour.  Delegate  Pettipiece  pointed  out 
that  while  perhaps  the  men  themselves 
were  more  to  blame  than  the  company 
that  was  no  reason  why  they,  as  a 
body,  should  not  offer  them  all  the  as- 
sistance they  could  now  that  they  had 
tt'ontlnued   on   Page    17.)

CAUCUS  SYSTEM 


Labor  in  Office  Continuing  on 
Line  Adopted  for  Its  Oppo- 
sition Days — Effect  on  Leg- 
islation 


SYDNEY,  N.  S.  W.,  March  14.— In 
three  oi:  the  Australian  legislatures — 
the  Federal,  the  South  Australian,  and 
that  ©r  New  South  Wales —  labor  Is 
in  oltlce  with  a  clear  majority  behind 
it, ,  and  It  has  .bro,UB:ht  with  it.  into 
l<ower  the  same  caucus  system  which 
stood  it  in  Kood  stead  while  it  was  a 
•third"  partj;,  and.  which,  directly  It 
became  the 'regular.  Ministerial  or  Op- 
yjoaltion  party,  sevsral  of  it.s  ubioaL 
leaders  were  anxious  to  abolish.  It 
is  IntercslinK  to  note  llie  llr.si  exper- 
ience of  tills  new  constilutioiial  device 
a  ministry  'perpetually  and  im'mediate- 
ly  responsible  to  the  mass  of  its 
followers,  and  bound  to  submit  to 
their  criticism  in  detail  its  principal 
measures  before  and  during:  Ihuir  pas- 
sage through  parliament. 

It  must  be  understood  that  this  per- 
Ijetual  supervision  \n  not  an  essential 
or  originai  pari  ut  pio  C3,UCU3  cyCvCIH. 
The  guverniUf!  idea  of  labor  caucuses 
is  that  on  matters  affecting  the  party's 
platform  the  whole  body  of  members 
must  vote  as  the  majority  decides.  The 
original  caucus  was  thus  rather  an 
occasional  than  a  regular  meeting  only 
needed  when  a  vote  of  censure  or  the 
second  reading  of  an  important  bill 
was  impending.  But  enthusiastic  mem-

If  the  comparison  Is  not  too  trivial, 
their  draft  bills  rather  resembled  the 
talk  of  a  clcvor  but  still  young  chlW,- 
not  quite  sure  of  the  meaning  of  its 
words  and  apt  to  use  long  and  strong 
words  to  expreas  its  ideas,  where 
shorter  and  milder  words  would  do 
the  work  better.  When  these  meas- 
ures came  to  be  debated,  ministers 
were  only  too  glad  to  get  help^  from 
its  member  of  parliament  wliose  pre- 
vious experience  and  practical  knowl- 
edge fitted  him  to  give'  valuable  ad- 
vice; and  it  is  to  the  credit  of  many 
of  the  Icadling  Opiio.sltlonists  that 
j  they  gave  their  help  straightforwardly, 
both  in  the  House  and  in  private,  with 
the  one  object  of  making  the  bill 
under  consideration  as  good  as  pos- 
sible in  the  circumstances. 

The  result  was  to  secur*  a  more 
■economical  use  of  parliamentary  time 
than  any  previous  Bca'sion  can  show; 
and  not  only  were  the  bills  passed 
more  numerous  and  more  Important 
than  before,  but — setting  aside  for  the 
moment  the  limitations  imposed  by 
the  constitution — they  were  less  parti- 
san, and  better  constructed,  in  details 
than  almost  any  of  their  predecessors. 
To  put  it,  perhaps,  more  cleverly, 
given  the  labor  ideas,  those  ideas

On  November  30  last  the  French 
army  possesse<l  32  aeroplanes  of  the 
Blerlot  Henri  Farman,  Maurice  Far- 
man,  Breguet.  Wright.  AntJonette,  and 
Sommer  types'.  .Since  then  numerous 
.purchasea  have  been  made.  Including 
six  more  biplanes  of  the  Henry  Far- 
man  and  Maurice  Farman  patterns, 
halt  a  dozen  iNlcuport  racing  mono- 
planes, some  llanriot  machines,  and 
one   Koechlln. 

Although  no  official  figures  are 
available  of  France's  actual  strength 
in  the  air  It  is  certain  that  there  are 
not  fewer  than  100  army  airmen  either 
accomplished  pilots  or  in  training, 
while  there  are  now  half  a,  dozen  naval 
airmen  learning  to  fly  at  the  govern- 
ment's expense. 

The  French  govornment  Is  resolved 
to  continue  Its  experiments  along 
these  lines,  and  those  who  have  mvt 
yet  awakened  to  the  value  of  the 
aeroplane  in  Its  present  form  in  mod- 
ern warfare  will  doubtless  be  thor- 
uufihly  arovsed  if  they  attend  the  next 
French  grand  army  manoeuvres'.

l"iho  report  'polnta  out  that,  although 
in  the  past  twenty  year?i  Rufsla  has 
increased  her  production  of  gold  by  '50 
per  cent.,  yet  this  is  nothing  in  compar- 
ison with  the  increase  In  other  parts  of 
the  world.  For  reasons  arc  found  for 
this  (backwardness  of  Russia  in  a  pro- 
duction for  whicli  nature  had  particu- 
larly ntted  her  in  tho  following:  Pussla 
larks  roads  and  railways,  and  cannot 
get  at  her  gold  with  the  iacliity  neces- 
sary; she  is  hampered  by  legislative 
and  administrative  orders  that  put 
serious  obstacles  in  the  .vav  Of  private 
venture,  and  she  has  not  tha  super- 
abundant capital  required  to  place  the 
industry  of  gold-setting  on  a  satisfac- 
tory footing  to  compete  with'-  other 
goldfields  the  world  over. 

The  necessity  ot  paying  clb^er  at- 
tention to  tho  g.ild- wealth  of  Rusyla 
Is  urged  on  the  following  lines: — Gold 
alone  of  all  th©  indu^triea  Is  capab'ie 
of  creating  colonzation  in  waste  plaices 
of  the  kind  found  over  a  great  part  of 
the  regions  of  tho  empire  known  to  be 
auriferous;  ii  is  an  lii.l.istry  that  is  not 
subject  to  the  same  uncertainties  of 
markets  and  prices  as  other  pr.Jdu'^tlons 
of  all  kinds  are;  on .  the  contrary,  it 
creates  marlfets  f  jr  all. other  goods,  -U-i 
it  has  been  estimated  that  for  even 
unit  of  gold  got  out  of  t!ie  e:irth,  from 
2,000  to  2,500  units  of  other  goods  must 
be  'provided  for  conaumiitlon  by  the 
workers.  Owing  to  redundant  harvests. 
Russia  is  now' exceptionally  w«ll  situat- 
ed in  tho  matter  of  gold,  which  con- 
tinues 'to  come^'lnto  the  "efodntry  in 
return  for  'graiii  and  other  commod- 
ities; but  this  cannot  be  reckoned  on 
to  last  for  ever,  and  Russia,  with  h'-r 
gold  value,  must  get  more  gold  out  of 
hor  own  territory  if  she  is  to  avoid 
dilHcuities  in  maintaining  her  gold 
vale. 

-  The  measures  proposed  in  this  direc- 
tion are  various.  iNew  laws  for  Siberia, 
Involving  either  some  form  of  local 
self-government  or  the  placing  of  ad- 
ministrative powers  in  the  hands  of 
the  gold-getters,  whose  organizations, 
in  fact,  do  administer  '"or  all  practical 
purposes  no  small  part  of  the  wilder 
districts  of 'Siberia  and  the  regularizing 
of  the  practice  of  "gold-running,"  which 
at  present  is  illegal,  hut  flo  prolitable 
as  rarely  to  incur  penalties  at  the  great 
distances  from  the  seat  of  authority  at 
vvlilch  It  is  practised.  This  "gold-run- 
ning" Is  treated  as  highway  robbery, 
and  mosc  severely  punished.  In  all 
other  countries  it  is  called  "prospect- 
ing," and  regulations  of  a  practical 
nature  allow  of  tho  successful  pros- 
pector making  his  account  of  ills  llnd 
within  the  pale  of  tiie  law.  instead  ot 
being  treated,  as  in  Russia,  as  an  out- 
law  and  thelf. 

■Jt'et  most  discoveries  of  new  goldflelds 
owe  their  first  suggestion  to  the  prus- 
pectore.  who  in  Russia  "run"  their  gold 
across  the  Chinese  frontier,  being 
unable  legally  to  market  It  in  Russian 
territory.  The  "gold-runnerH,"  or  pros- 
pectors, should  be  encouraged  in  every 
possible  way,  ihat  they  n-av  find  it  to 
their  interest  *.o  market  their  discov- 
eries and  gold  in  Russia,  and  uocoi.tj: 
prosper.;us  diggers  Instci  I  of  hunted 
iriinlnal.'j  or  sources  of  illicit  Income  to 
minor   officials 

'Russia  has  tho  gold  In  quanllti'-"! 
known  to  be  for  f.U  pra^jiical  purp'^ses 
Illimitable;  it  does  not  lie  so  convenient- 
ly, perhaps,  for  gettln.^  as  the  gold  of 
the  Transvaal,  for  Inst.mco,  but  the 
already  made  over  a  small  portion  of 
the  territory  known  to  bo  auriferous 
have  satisfied  the  Russian  government 
of  the  enormous  wealth  they  possess. 
But  Russia  does  not  possess  the  second 
essential  to  successful  working — ready 
ca.pltal.  Labor  can  be  found,  cheap  and 
good,  If  only  aorne  recent  mistaken  Irk- 
isiatlon  be  altered.  The  law  proliibit- 
inig  tlie  employment  of  Koreans,  ap- 
parently a  political  enactment,  caunsed 
the  decline  ot  many  and  the  ruin  of 
some  pros'perous  gold-mining  under- 
takings in  Siberia. 

Foreign  companies  in  the  pnj5t  luive 
been  less  successful  than  mlglit  be  ex- 
pected, but  the  reasons  are  to  be  found 
not  In  a^y  ^f>-<^^  of  gold.  Partly  it  is 
owing  to  Russian  regulations  which 
hamper  free  enterprise  to  no  small  ex- 
tent. Tliese  may  be  altered,  and,  in- 
deed, stepH  have  heen  taken  already 
towards  altering  the  company  laws  of 
I  Russia  in  a  sense  likely  to  bo  acceptable 
to  the  practical  business  niind  of  the 
world.

BRITAIN  AND  GERMANY 

Prospective   Attendanee     of     Emperor 

and    Empress  at   Unveiling   of  the 

Queen  Victoria   Memorial, 


VIENNA,  March  14.— In  connection 
with  King  George's  invitation  to  the 
German  Emperor  and  Empress  to 
attend  the  unveiling  of  the  Queen  Vic- 
toria Memorial  in  Ivondon,  the  Neue 
Freie  Presse  says  that  the  antagonistic 
feeling  between  Germamy  and  the  Eng- 
lish seems  to  disappear.  The  Journal 
wi'ltes : 

•When  the  Gemian  Imperial  rair  go 
to  lEngland  In  the  montii  of  May  they 
will  bo  greeted  in  quite  another  spirit. 
The  Victoria  Memorial  will  not  be 
erected  in  the  midst  of  a  crowd  that 
believes  In  tho  necessity  of  war  with 
Germany.  Many  will  recall  that  Ifie 
Queem,  who  honored  her  (lenman  con- 
sort and  loved  Germany,  and  at  that 
time  Intellectual  intercourse  with  Ger- 
many was  very  frequent.  Since  then 
the  British  Kingdom  has  experienced 
a  period  of  new  growth,  and  Germany 
haa  acquired  pomeflslons  abroad.  Both 
nations  have  Kone  through  stormy  per- 
iods of  developthent,  but  ttow  aippear  to 
have  attaWbd  their  o'bject.

In    India   the 

country    "is     particularly    difficult,      for 

there    questions    of    caste    mysteriously 

obtrude.      On    the    occasion    of   the    last 

census    it    was    said    that    hundreds    of 

thousands   of    Mussulmans   and    Hindus 

hid   themselves    In    the    forest  all    night 

rather    than    be   counted,    preferring    to 

face  the  terrors  of  the  Jungle  that  the 

questioning    -of     a     government     clerk. 

Many    of    the    frightened    natives    even 

killed   their   dogs  so   that  their   barking 

should    not    reveal    the    whereabouts    of 

their  cowering  masters. 

No    doubt     similar     difficulties     will 
again  present  themselves,  and  since  the 
census   does   not   permit   of   any   guess- 
work, the  population  of  the  empire  wtil 
go     Into     the    official      records      several 
hundred      thousand      under       Its       full 
strength.     However,   as   the   same   thing ! 
has    happened    before    the    value   of    the 
figures  for  purposes  of  comparison  will 
not  be  Impaired.

Because  of  superstition  on  this  point, 
there  was  no  census  taken  on  the  Brit- 
ish people  until  the  beginning  of  the 
nlnete^Mith  centu^lT.  when  on  the  motion 
of  a  private  member,  a  Census  Act  was 
passed.  In  1753,  Indeed,  an  Act  of 
Enumeration  passed  the  Commons,  but 
wa.s  vetoed  by  the  lords  as  likely  to 
result  "In  some  public  misfortune  or  In 
an  epidemical  distemper."  However, 
by  ISO!  .seeing  tliat  other  enumerated 
peoples  survived  the  process,  the  Brit- 
ish Isles  counted  and  every  ten  years 
since  then  a  cen.sus  has  been  taken. 
In  1871  the  first  imperial  census  was 
ordered,  the  work  being  done  on  one 
night.  The  work  of  collecting,  filing 
and  tabulating  the  1911  census  Is  ex- 
pected to  consume   three  or  four  years.
